Amendment to the Claims: 

The listing of claims will replace all prior versions, and listings, of claims in the 
application: 

1 . (currently amended)A vacuum cleaner comprising: 

a motor casing to receive a driving motor with an air outlet through which [[an]] 
air from a dust collecting chamber flows; 

a cleaner body with a driving chamber which receives the motor casing therein; 
and an air discharge unit disposed at the cleaner body through which air flows from the 
motor casing of the driving motor and is discharged to an outside of the driving chamber, 
to reduce noise by guiding and reversing a discharging direction of the air discharged 
from the motor casing at least two times , the air discharge unit having a first and second 
guide walls forming a front side of the driving chamber, with opposite end portions 
thereof being stepped to form an air discharge port therebetween, a filter assemblv 
connected to cover an outer side of the first and second guide walls and to filter air 
discharged through the air discharge port, and a plurality of oblique ribs protruding from 
the outer side of the first and second guide walls af an interval .

3. (currently amended) The vacuum cleaner of claim [[2]] i, wherein the filter 
assembly comprises: 

a grill cover detachably connected to the outer side of the first and second guide 
walls with a discharging grill portion to discharge the air; and 

a sound absorption member formed of a porous material and disposed between the 
grill cover and the guide walls, 

4. (currently amended) The vacuum cleaner of claim 3, wherein the discharging 
grill portion is formed in mi o alignm o nt misaligned with the air discharge port not to 
indirectly so as to not directly face each other the air discharee port . 

5. (canceled). 

6. (currently amended) The vacuum cleaner of claim [[5]] i, wherein the oblique 
ribs are integrally formed to connect the stepped end portions of the first and second 
guide walls respectively. 

7. (currently amended) The vacuum cleaner of claim [[5]] i, wherein the oblique 
ribs are formed in the same height with respect to the outer side of the guide walls 
respectively. 

8. (original) The vacuum cleaner of claim 6, wherein the oblique ribs are formed in 
the same height with respect to the outer side of the guide walls respectively.

9. (original) The vacuum cleaner of claim 3, wherein the first guide wall is formed in 
a plate shape adjacent to the motor casing, and the second guide wall is formed in a round 
shape farther from the motor casing than the first guide wall so that each of the end portions 
of the guide walls forms the air discharge port. 

10. (original) The vacuum cleaner of claim 9, wherein the air from the motor casing is 
reversed by the guidance of an inner side of the second guide wall, guided to the outer side of 
the second guide wall, and flowed to the sound absorption member. 

1 1 . (original) The vacuum cleaner of claim 9, wherein the discharging grill portion of the 
grill cover is formed corresponding to the second guide wall.

REMARKS 

In the April 27, 2007 Office Action, the specification is objected for a minor 
informality, claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as bemg indefinite, 
claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Japanese patent JP 
3-272721 to Inui et al., and claims 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Inui et al. Also in the Office Action, claims 5-8 are indicated as being 
allowable if rewritten into independent form. 

By the present Amendment, claims 1, 3, 4, 6 and 7 are amended and claims 2 and 5 
are canceled. That leaves claims 1,3,4 and 6-11 pending in the application with claim 1 
being the sole independent claim. 

In summary, independent claim 1 is amended to include the subject matter of 
allowable dependent claim 5. And the dependencies of claims 3, 6 and 7 are corrected 
accordingly. Also, dependent claim 4 is amended to clarify that the grill portion is 
misaligned with the air discharge port so as to not directly face the air discharge port. 

In view of the forgoing. Applicant believes claims 1,3,4 and 6-11 are in allowable 
condition. Prompt and favorable treatment is respectfully solicited.
